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Executive Summary

As of 2003, Lyon County’s largest private sector was Trade, representing 19.43
percent (665) of the county’s total covered employment of 3,423. This sector was
followed closely by Manufacturing, which reported 16.86 percent (577) of covered
employment. Although the county’s total employment decreased by 1.18 percent
since 2002, the average annual wage increased by 4.69 percent to $22,166 for all
industries.

Lyon County’s average weekly wage for all industries was $426 or 2003. This was
an increase of 4.67 percent since 2002. The highest average weekly wage for a
private sector was Professional & Business Services, averaging $812 with gross
total wages of $6.3 million. Between 2002 and 2003, the Other Services sector had
the largest percentage increase in average weekly wage of 13.24 percent ($36).
